LONDON, Sept. 27, (2:45 a.m.)—The capture of Thiepval by the 
British, and of Combles by the combined Anglo-French forces, an- 
nounced in the latest official communication, is regarded here as the 
most importani suecess on the western front since the opening of the 
grand offensive. ; 

The fall of the stronghold of Combles was expected. For weeks 
it had been in process of encirelement by the British on the north and 
west, and by the French on the south and east. But the capture of 
Thiepval, which was announced too late for comment in the papers, 
has proved a genuine surprise. : é ; 

Thiepval’s fall gives to the Anglo-French forces the whole line 
of low hills which slope to the plain upon which the town of Rapanme 
makes the next fortified centre, 

The semi-official aécounts of the capture of Combles speak of the 
large number of the garrison and the great quantity of war loot tak- 
en, Reuter’s official correspondent says: : 

‘This great success was won at very small cost, thanks, in part, 
to the excellence of the artillery, and in part to a real collapse of the 
German defence.” 

Reference is also made to the apparent weakened morals of the 
German troops, who are declared in some instances ‘‘to have fled from 
their trenches, throwing away their rifles.”’ 

The Times attaches significance to the breakdown of the German 
defense, confessed in their account of the Combles battle, and says 
it means the German general staff is apologizing for the crushing de- 
feat. : 

The Daily Mail declares that the Anglo-French forces have ‘‘ac- 
complished one of the supreme feats of the war in capturing Combles, 
which the Germans two years ago selected as one of their pivots and 
fortified it with every art known to man.’?

THIEPVAL AN 
COMBLES WERE 
BIG OBJECTIVES 


Heavy Fighting For Some Time 
Has Taken Place Around 
Both 


The town of Combles is the pivotal 
point in the German line guarding the 
approach to Bapaume, on the north 
and Peronne on the south of the 
Somme front, 

French and British troops swept in 
from three sides after their capture 
ct Marval and regicourt, broke 
through the German defenses, over- 
ran the town and carried all before 
them. This place, with its marvel- 
lous subterranean passages and pow- 
erful fortifications had been caught 
in the grip of the entente allies, who 
coming from the north and the south, 
had already advanced far beyond it 
and cut off communication with the 
rear except a narrow strip, which was 
covered by the allied guns. 

Prior to the loss of Combles, the 
effect of the victories of the French 
and British armies, in the capture of 
important strategic points on the pre- 
vious day was reflected in the official 
communication issued by the German 
‘var office, which ifter describing 
briefly the great artillery bombard 
ment of the entente allies lasting four 
days and the attack between Ancre 
and the Somme, admits that the ‘con- 
quest of the villages on the Ines of 
Gueudecourt must be recognized,” and 
adds “but after all we must think of 
out heroic troops who faced the unl- 
ted Anglo-French principal force and 
the massed employment of material of 


the whole world's war industry, pre- 
pared during inany months,” 

Around Thiepyal, which the British 
have taken, many hard battles have 


been fought since the inception of the 
great entente offensive on July 1. 
General Sir Douglas Haig’s men, after 
capturing Thiepval drove on eastward 
and took the Zollern redoubt, a strong- 
ly fortified position which lies between 
Thiepval and the bend in the British

NEW RUSSIAN LOAN 
OFFERS SECURITY

The 
loan ts for two billion roubles and i+ 
dated Feb. 4th, 1916, maturing in tea 
years, with payments of interest at 
51-2 per cent,, due semi-annually, tt 
is free of all present and future taxes 
and, as Russia has a very low per 
capita debt and wonderful resources, 
the security is exceptionally good, On 
account of all of Russia's seaports be- 
ing practically closed export of goods 
is greatly restricted, and the conse- 
quence is that exchange is so affected 
that the rouble, which under normal 
conditions is worth 61 1-2c, and = did 
not drop even in the Japanese war be- 
low 49c, is now only worth 32c, The 
result is that a person buying any of 
these bonds would get a bond that 
under normal conditions would pay 
$510 for every $820 invested and would 
carry a net interest as well of about 
9 per cent
